Tue CHatranooga TRADESMAN is not crazy with 
excitement over the Beaumont oil wells, and cautions its 
readers against building too many castles in the air with 
Lone Star oil gushers as the visible foundation thereof. 
We quote this exchange as follows: 

“The commercial value of the great find of oil 
along the gulf littoral in Texas and Louisiana, is as yet 
problematical. Enough is known about it to justify the 
assertion that it cannot, under the present conditions, be 
profitably refined for illuminating use. As a steam fuel 
its value is questionable, since it is said by experts to 
contain so much free sulphur that its flame would ruin 
a boiler in a short time. It is so low in volatile proper- 
ties that it is by no means certain that it can be profit- 
ably refined by any process.” 








THE growing popularity of American cotton goods 
in China is shown by some figures contained in the re- 
port on the foreign trade of China for the year 1900, 
a copy of which has recently been received at the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics. The report opens with 
a discussion of the wonderful expansion of China’s 
foreign trade, and after commenting upon the inter- 
ruption of this growth due to the unsettled conditions 
during the latter half of 1900, summarizes the principal 
features of the trade as follows: 

“The close of the decade offers a convenient oppor- 
tunity for a general review of the progress of trade. 
With some ‘exceptions, the trade in cotton piece goods 
has remained practically stationary, and in some items 
has even fallen off. The exceptions are American drills, 
jeans and sheetings, which show a strong advance, and 
cotton flannel, principally American, and cotton last- 
ings, which-are evidently increasing in favor. English 
cotton yarn has not progressed, while Indian and Jap- 
anese yarns have advanced rapidly. Among sundries, 
candles, clocks and watches, aniline dyes, window glass, 
paints and perfumery have gradually increased in de- 
mand ; while flour, kerosene oil, matches and soap have 
been imported in much larger quantities every year.

As the game proceeded the papermakers stepped 
up to the plate and took turns in swishing the balmy 
Nebraskan air, while an inndcent-looking young hard- 
ware man named Neff twirled tortuous teasers over the 
plate ina very unkind manner. Eighteen paper men in all 
invested in the gold bricks that Pitcher Neff dealt out, 
and, in fact, the Carpenter Paper Co. made one soli- 
tary run, while the hardware boys piled up fourteen runs.

On May 17th, 1899, a gentleman named Baker 
took the center of the stage and announced that in 
ninety days there would be a stove trust, saving stove 
manufacturers at least $19,000,000 they were wasting 
annually, This original stove trust microbe lived in 
the “culture” provided for it by Bacteriologist Baker 
for several months, but unfortunately its abnormal 
cephalization proved too tense a strain on its enfeebled 
digestive apparatus, and it died for lack of nutriment. 





Prior to its death, however, this enfeebled proto- 
plastic organism, after the manner of all microbes, re- 
produced itself by fission, and today the stove world 
seemed to be infested by various sections of the Baker- 
ian stove trust microbe, each of which has started in life 
as a full-fledged germ on its own hook. 





The second generation of stove trust microbes are 
wondrously like the mother microbe evolved in Baker’s 
laboratory. Microscopic examination shows abundant 
traces of the same professions of unselfishness, the same 
prognostications of a speedy consummation, the same 
juggling with unreliable statistics, and the same gloss- 
ing over of obstacles that marked poor, dear, mamma 
germ. Each of these independent trust promoters 
touts his entry up as a sure thing, and the dazed stove 
manufacturer finds himself in the quandary of the 
man who has received a dozen different tips on the 
same race from his horsy friends. Each and all of these 
promoters, who hail from Chicago, Ohio, Philadelphia, 
Quincy and St. Louis, respectively, is a prominent stove 
manufacturer,'and their struggle to piece out the scanty 
living they secure manufacturing stoves by garnering in 
promoters’ rake-offs is one of the sad ironies of the 
modern industrial struggle. None of these stove manu- 
facturers who are attempting the J. Pierpont Morgan 
role are offering any cash in payment of the plants they 
are trying to acquire, nor are they assuming they can 
gobble up the American stove industry “body, bones and 
hymn-book too,” and if they cannot control the output 
how will they manage to pay the juicy dividends they 
have mapped out as the charming sequel of their pro- 
gram ? 

The Chicago microbe, on first blush, seems to offer 
stove men a good Crib. Stove men are attracted by its pe- 
culiar cuticle, which, on being peeled off, turns out to be 
a dollar bill good at any bar in the United States. This 
microbe is warranted to be perfectly harmless, as the 
stove man who lets it bite him only agrees to allow it to 
audit his books, the bill, which may run up into the 
thousands, to be paid by Mr. Manufacturer, whether the 
trust goes through 6r mot. This Chicago microbe may 
have a rakéoff with some auditing company or it may 
hoe ,

The Ohio microbe is very suave, gentlemanly and 
persistent. It works quietly, but an analysis of its 
blood shows an unusually heavy percentage of ‘toxic 
virus, which Kahn be seen with the naked eye. 





Then there’s the Philadelphia stove trust microbe. 
This is a real pretty microbe, Mottled in color, and to 
see it comb out its whiskers with its backbone is a sight 
to be seen rather than described. 





The Quincy microbe is described by fond friends of 
the family as the very image of its departed ma. It is 
quite a stylish girlie and its social sponsors are unex- 


- ceptional, but it is prone to build Castles in the air. 





The most eccentric of the stove trust germs is the 
St. Louis microbe. This weird wonder is ¢character- 
ized by a ring of,.bad blood which appears to bubble up 
under the microscope:when the Ohio germ is brought 
into proximity to it. "This microbe shows cannibalistic 
tendencies, as it is desirous of forming a trust of the 
Western Stove Association men exclusively. To accom- 
plish this it must needs swallow the Ohio, Quincy and 
Chicago. microbes. An unpalatable feat of deglutition 
even with Hollandaise sauce on the side. 

A curious symptom of the St. Louis microbe, which 
can be noted with an ordinary magnifying glass, is the 
antipathy its head and tail feel for each other. If one 
moves the other is stationary. If one pays cartage the 
other don’t. In fact, they never seem to be on good 
terms, or even the same terms, sixty days or four months. 





There seems to be, if anything, less reason for a 
stove trust today than there was two years ago. The 
past two years have not seen a bulging prosperity. fall 
to the lot of the various consolidations in the stove, 
heater and furnace world. In fact, it is very easy to tell a 
tale of several recent consolidations of heating interests 
that have proven frightful boomerangs to the enthus- 
iastic consolidators. I can point to a number of stove 
foundries with a mere bagatelle of capital who are 
growing like healthy schoolboys. Where there is one 
such foundry today there would be a regular mushroom 
growth of them once a stove trust was formed. In fact, 
a consolidation of present intcrests would practically be 
a bid to such establishments to spring into life in all 
sections of the country. 





There may be a stove trust, but it may be con- 
fidentially stated that it will not be consummated this 
year. If it turns out that too many cooks do not spoil 
the broth, and a stove trust safely reaches port in ‘spite 
of the fact that it has been so often sighted as a derelict, 
it can be laid) down as a cast-iron proposition that 
there will be an inflexible ratio between the remunera- 
tion received by each individual stove manufacturer 
and his percentage of profits so it behooves 
every stove manufacturer to use his utmost en- 
deavors to swell these profits to the, largest possible figure 
this year. Even if there is no stove trust, it isn’t going 
to hurt any stove maker to make a little extra money 
anyhow. Progressive stove makers are preparing for the 
trust contingency by thorough pattern revision, by addi- 
tions to their force of salesmen and by liberal and ju- 
dicious advertising.

steel. The shell ‘is filled with steel radiating tubes, 
which pass from the back to the front of the radiator, 
and through these tubes is a constant circulation. of air. 
On their way to the chimney the particles of heat and 
smoke must pass over these tubes. 

The radiator shown in the center of the cut is the 
Independent soft coal radiator. This radiator will not

track is of rolled steel in the form of a T rail, in 6, 8 
and 10 foot lengths, which are bolted together by fish 
plates. Their new sling attachment, for use on any 
carrier, is constructed so as to permit the fork pulley to 
pass through it, and provided with an automatic center 
guide arrangement to hold the draft ropes apart in their 
proper place during the operation of. hoisting, without 
interfering with the passage of the pulley. 

The advantages of a sling constructed on the plans

same without requiring a different registering device 
or disarranging the same in any manner. The only 
change necessary is to disconnect the fork from the 
fork pulley and use the sling as described, instead.

The meeting called to order 2 p. m. June 10th, with 
President E. W. Horne, Forest City, in the chair. The 
opening prayer was offered by Rev, Julian C. Brown, of the 
Methodist Church. President Horne then introduced Hon. 
Geo. R. Belding, Mayor of Hot Springs, who was quite 
complimentary in his remarks as to the position that hardware 
dealers in Arkansas and other states stood as regards im- 
provements and progress. He, in behalf of the citizens of 
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Hot Springs and the local members, extended a hearty wel 
come to the city. 

J. M. Pitman, Prescott, in a happy vein, responded and 
in behalf of the association accepted the many courtesies 
offered to the members during their stay. 

President Horne then made his annual address. After 
his introductory in which he stated that he had been studying 
the hardware business for 37 years, commencing as an errand 
boy, working in every place in and about a hardware store 
that he knew of, but had not as yet found the place in one

STEPS NECESSARY TO MAKE A SUCCESS OF 
THE HARDWARE BUSINESS. 





BY E. E. MITCHELL. 





IN THE HARDWARE BUSINESS FOR LOVE OF WORK. 


When I received notice that I was on the prograni for a 
talk on the steps necessary to make a success of the hardware 
business, this thought presented itself to my mind: “Why 
should the committee on program, in selecting the man and 
the subject in my case, use such excellent judgment in. the 
one and such poor judgment in the other.” It would have 
been a burning shame to have deprived this association of a 
talk from me. I am like my friend Horne, who held us 
spellbound for hours yesterday—a natural-born orator; and 
only went into the hardware business because I was very 
fond of work. I made the speech of my life about eight years 
ago, the effect of which has’ never passed away. I see it 
every day, and sometimes feel and hear it. But with all this, 
is has brought forth three beautiful buds, which I hope to 
see ripen into first-class. hardware men, like my friend 
Stearns, though I draw the line on one of his great achieve- 
ments. However, they tell us he was studying law, not the 
hardware business, when he learned che art I refer to. 


MORRILLTON THE HUB OF THE UNIVERSE. 


But why should they give the man from Morrilton the 
subject they gave me? What do the bulls and bears of New 
York City know about how many times old Beck has to be 
turned in the cotton row to produce the fleecy staple? We 
who live at Morrilton know nothing of the trials and tribula- 
tions of trying to make a success of the hardware business 
in the average Arkansas town. I suggest, however, the first 
steps necessary to make a success of the hardware business 
is to get a good location, find a good town like Morrilton, of 
about 2,000 people, with only one railroad and not over five 
hardwa:: houses, and the battle is half won. But to find such 
a town without becoming a competitor of mine will be, I 
know, a hard job. As I look on Morrilton as the hub of the 
universe, the center of the world, as the horizon seems to 
come down at equal distance in every direction from our city. 
After you have found a good location, I make the following 
additional suggestions : 

VALUABLE SUGGESTIONS. 

Keep your own counsel. I think that is one of the first 
things a successful man learns. Don’t relate your ups and 
downs to your neighbor. The world is apt to magnify and 
give you credit for more success than you are entitled to. 
If you make known your failures they are likely to make it 
worse than it really is. 

TRAVELING MEN. 
be pleasant and courteous to travelers, and when they 


call make them feel that they are welcome visitors. Don’t 
give them what is termed the “marble heart.” -A merchant 
makes a mistake by mistreating the traveling man. They 


are among our best friends. Try and find time to see and 
hear what they have to offer. Draw them out on their 
different lines, and they will tell you some things you do not 
know. 
TRYING TO PATTERN AFTER OTHERS. 

We are apt to make a mistake by patterning after others. 
If you see a good thing, look into it carefully to see if it will 
be any addition to your business before adopting it. I have 
seen methods used successfully by their originator, and yet 
these same methods seem to be failures in the hands of 
- others; or successful methods in one town may fail in 
another. If we all think and work out our own methods of 
‘conducting our business by adding this or that man’s ideas, 
that seem adapted to our trade and-condition, after examin- 
ing into them closely, the effort it requires to do this makes 
us strong in executing our plans. We should study closely 
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and iry to understand what is necessary to reach our own 
trade. 
NOT A ONE-PRICE HOUSE. 

Again, I think it bad policy to have an iron-clad price. 
Require your clerks to maintain as near as possible a uniform 
price. But certain customers and conditions require a dif- 
ferent price from others; and the argument commonly used 
in favor of one price, “Every man’s money is the same,” 
does not cover the case. 


APPRECIATE YOUR HELP. 
A!low clerks as much latitude in making sales and arrang- 
ing stock as you find their judgment is entitled to. Every 
man has some originality. Make them suggestions, but force 
them to use their own heads; and they are likely to make 
sales that you would have lost, or make some nice displays 
that you would not have thought of. And when they have 
made nice sales, or arranged certain displays, speak nicely of 
it. Don’t wait uniil they have made a misiake and then 
“Jack them up.” There is more in the impression made on 
vour customers’ mind by having your stock properly kept and 
displayed, followed up by the efforts and brands of goods 
you carry. 
BELIEVES IN SYSTEM. 
I do not wish to be understood as being greatly opposed 
‘o system. On ihe contrary, the more system, the more 
success. But a long list of iron-clad rules and lot of red 
tape are by no means system. System makes rules and red 
tape, but they do not always make system. Get a good cash 
register. It will introduce, more system into your business 
to the square inch than anything I know of. It tells when 
your store opened in the morning; it shows your daily, 
monthly and yearly sales; how many customers you had and 
how much each bought and how much each clerk sold, and 
many other things of. interest and value. Your clerks have 
to be careful with it, which makes them more careful and 
accurate in other things. 


SPECIAL BRANDS. 


I am friendly to special brands that contain. merit, when 
they can be controlled by the retailer in his town; but not 
those that you can only speak of as being as good as some 
factory brand already introduced. I think, though handling 
a special brand that has merit, and talking points over the 
factory brand, that it ig best to have a factory brand, too. 
Not to have it often creates the impression on your customers’ 
mind that you urge the special brand because you haven't 
the other, and that you buy it because it is cheaper than 
the factory brand. Show the brand you control and talk up 
its merits. If your customer urges the factory brand on you, 
get it out and make a comparison. The moment you con- 
vince him- that the reason you push it is because it has 
advantages over the factory brand, your sale is made, ten to 
one. 

ALWAYS SELL THE BEST. 

Establish a reputation of handling the best goods and 
you will get the best line of customers. When you have a 
call for an article do not show the cheapest thing, but 
something good and name the price in a manner that gives 
the customer to understand you think it cheap for the article 
you are showing him. If he objects to the price or speaks of 
havine been offered something cheaper, etc., then it is time 
enough to get out the cheaper article. When he sees the two 
together and you show him the advantages of the good 
article, and the disadvantages of the cheaper article, he is apt 
to take the best, which is better for the merchant, even at 
the same profit; for the customer is likely to forget the 
price he paid. But if the article he buys is worthless he 
never forgets it, though you may have sold it for less than 
cost. 

BE UP TO DATE. 

While I do not think it wise to drop something you have 
a good trade on simply to take up a new article in its stead, 
yet we should keep our eyes open and when new and attractive 
articles are offered take them and run them while they are 
new. Aside from the profit you make, it shows your cus- 
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tomers you are in the lead and not following; that they do not 
have to send off for the latest and best things; that they can 
always see something new at your store. 


KEEP POSTED ON CATALOGUE HOUSES. 


Catalogue houses are one of the growing evils that we 
have to meet; and just how to meet them is a great question. 
I believe the best policy is to say as little about them to our 
customers as possible. I think I should examine closely the 
latest and largest catalogues of those operating in my territory, 
studying their plan of doing business and locate their weak 
points. The dealer himself should not patronize ther: as that 
is an acknowledgement he cannot afford to make. 


SUCCESS OR FAILURE DEPENDS UPON SELF. 

I read some remarks from E. C. Simmons, one of the 
greatest hardware men in the world, that struck me very 
forcibly. The language I do not remember, but the idea was 
this, as I remember it: “If your business was not moving 
as you thought it should, examine yourself, see if you are 
doing everything in your own power to make it a success ; and 
if you should find at any time it is necessary to cut expenses 
by reducing salaries begin with your own. I have yet to 
see the first man who failed in business to acknowledge that 
he was wholely to blame. He may have béen drunk three- 
fourths of his time, played poker seven nights in the week, 
spent half his time around a bucket shop, played the races, slot 
machines or any old thing, yet when he goes to tell you why 
he failed in business, he seems to have forgotten all these 
things; and will tell you of things that went wrong over 
which he had no control. However, we think if there is any 
drinking or gambling to be done, the head of the house should 
do it all and then get out of business as quick as he can after 
these condi‘ions arise, because drinking or gambling will 
wreck any business whether done by boss or boys.” 


The discussion of Mr. Mitchell’s paper, led by W. 
A. Jackson, of Dardanelle, -was participated in by quite 
a number of the members and all agreeing with his-methods, 
except a few on some points. 

The following resolution was introduced, and its ‘passage 
recommended by the Committee on Resolutions : 

Resolved, that the definition of a retail hardware dealer 
as outlined by the by-laws of the National Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Associjation be adopted as one of our By-Laws. 

The association adjourned until 2 p..m. 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Thursday afternoon session was called to order by 
President E. W. Horne and the nominating committee 
reported the following recommendations :

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THE AMERICAN 
NEW No. 48 QUAKER FURNACE. 
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The Wireton Heating Co., Blue Island, Il, with 
Chicago office at 40 Dearborn St., are manufacturers of 
the new No. 48 Quaker furnace, a broken view of which 
is shown herewith. This new furnace is made of heavy 
steel plate and has a vertical fire pot separated from the 
shell. The shell of this furnace is constructed of heavy 
steel plate, 4g of an inch thick, while the dome is made 
of steel plate 3-16 of an inch thick, which is dished and 
flanged and riveted in, making the whole construction 
perfectly water and gas tight. The fire pot is likewise 
constructed of steel plate and is lined with fire brick, or 
heavy sectional cast iron linings. The fire brick is spe- 
cially manufactured for this fire pot, and is molded in 
large sections which fit the space perfectly. 
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a natural law is used to protect the opening or shaulder, 
and at the same time utilizing the entire length of the 
steel shell as heating surface. 

The ‘raidator is U-shaped, having a baffle plate 
placed at an angle of 45 degrees each way, which causes 
the products of combustion to pass through its entire 
interior in reaching the’smoke pipe. 

The ash door of this furnace is elevated and the 


furnace can be placed six inches lower than the 
level of the basement floor without interfering 
with the opening of the ash door, and, there- 
fore, it can be placed in a very low basement. The éle- 


vated ash door enables the grate to be accessible with- 
out stooping low.

The combustion chamber is large, and as the prod- 
ucts of combustion escape from the fire box, they first 
come in contact with the dome and upper portions of the 
heating surface, and then pass downward into the nar- 
row space between the fire box and vertical steel heat- 
ing plate at the lower part of the furnace. As the 
cold air enters the air warming chamber at the bot- 
tom it comes first in contact with the lower portion 
of the heating plate, and, as the fire having spent a part 
of its force and the cooler gases having settled to the 
bottom of the furnace, they pass out through the smoke 
box, which is placed over the opening, or shoulder, into 
the U-shaped radiator, in this way absolutely protecting 
the opening or shoulder from the direct flame. It is thus 


shaken from the outside without opening the ash door. 
In addition to the rocking grate the furnace is fitted 
with a six-inch straight basket grate, which gives abund- 
ant grate surface. 

The ash pit has but one opening. The doors are 
carefully fitted with ground joints, making them air 
tight when closed, thus controlling the fire in the mild- 
est weather. The draft is regulated by a chain attached 
to a small lever which holds the ash pit door open just 
far enough to give the required draft. The fire by this 
arrangement is always under perfect control from the 
rooms above.

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TINPLATE SCALE. 





The conference on wages between the officers of the 
American Tin Plate Co. and the committee of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, Steel and Tin Plate 
Workers was settled on June 25th last. The scale has 
been rearranged and hereafter the screw boy gets paid 
by the company exclusively. Heretofore the roller was 
supposed to stand half of this expense while the other 
half was borne by the company. The other important 
change was an advance in the price paid for rolling 
wide plates. The amended clause reads: 

“That all sheets or tin plates, 14 square feet and 
over when finished in six or more sheets to the pack 
shall be paid for at the following: rates above tin plate 
scale: ‘Tén per cent extra on 26 gauge and heavier, and 
20 per cent for all lighter gauges’ up to and including 
32 gauge, . And for all sheets and tin plate 1514 square 
feet and over finished in fours the same percentage 
shall apply. It is understood that on plates worked on a 
tin mill less than the above superficial square feet and 
not first pickled, annealed, cold rolled and thoroughly 
treated for tinning purposes before leaving’ the mill 
where they are worked the above percentage shall apply. 
This does not include the shearman as his wage for sheet 
work is based on jaw or crocodile work. All black 
plate orders to be marked on the bar when brought to 
the mill.” 
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THE TINPLATE TRADE. 








It is no surprise to learn that the Welsh tin plate in- 
dustry is still very much depressed and that present 
conditions area source of great anxiety to British manu- 
facturers. This has been practically a chronic condi- 
tion ‘since the boom in the tin plate trade of Wales, 
which preceded the adoption of the tariff in 1890. The 
sudden rise of the United States as a tin plate pro- 
ducer was coincident with the depression which fell upon 
the Welsh industry, and the one result is easily seen to 
have been a logical sequence of the-other. If any 
tangible proof of the reasons for the falling off in 
Welsh trade were needed it would be found in the fol- 
lowing figures of production by calendar years in this 
country, which, up to 1897, was the best customer for 
the British product:

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Prior to 1892 practically all tin plates used in this 
country were imported; and 1891 saw the high-water 
mark im=the value of the import trade. Today only 
about one-sixth of the imports of 1890-91 are obtained 
from abroad, and according to a consular report, that 
of Consul Prees, of Swansea, practically all of the ship- 
ments from Wales to this country are of oil plates, on 
which the drawback may be collected when they are re- 
shipped in the form of cans. 

One result of the competition from Ameriéan man- 
ufacturers, according to the consul, is that a revolution 
was brought about in Welsh methods of tinning. What 
formerly took five men to do is now done by a machine 
manipulated by a man and a boy, and the product is 
said to be better than that under the old methods. 
Despite improvements, however, competition is keen and 
wages have suffered, so much so, indeed, that a new scale 
of wages now under consideration shows a reduction 
from the old original schedules of 19 to 70 per cent. 
Deprived of all but a fraction of their former trade with 
this country, the Welsh manufacturers are trying to 
open up new markets in the far East, frequent ship- 
ments being made to Singapore, China and Japan, while 
extensive exports continue to be made to the continent 
of Europe. How long this branch of British export 
trade will remain unchallenged is a question, however. 
If the American manufacturers follow the examples set 
in other lines of iron and steel it would seem as if the 
field of British operations were likely to be contracted 
somewhat. It is certainly of interest to note that Amer- 
ican exports of tin plates, though small at best, have 
greatly expanded within the yea”, and for the fiscal year 
are five times what they were a year ago. Prices of the 
raw material and the finished product have fluctuated 
widely during the past two years, as shown by the fact 
that Straits tin advanced from 13.82 cents per pound in 
January, 1898, to 34.62 cents per pound in July, 1900, 
dropping thence to 26.20 cents per pound in April, 1901, 
and again advancing to 27.15 cents per pound in June, 
1901. Tin plate, as quoted by the Bureau of Statistics, 
advanced from $3.80 per box of 100 pounds in January, 
1898, to $5.50 per box in January, 1900, and has been 
$4.20 per box since January, 1, 1901. Steel billets, 
which were $15 per ton in January, 1898, reached $40 
per ton in 1900, and are now $25 per ton.—Bradstreets.

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ALUMINUM PLATING. 








A German engineer, Herr Sichelstiel, has reported 
to the Nuernberg section of the Verein Deutscher Ingen- 
ieure about the Warkwitz process of aluminum plating. 
If plates of aluminum (which melts at 700 deg. C.) and 
of copper (melting point about 1100 deg. C.) are 
placed upon one another and heated, the aluminium 
will unite with the copper. But it will form a hard, 
brittle alloy, rich in aluminium, which is of no use for 
binding a further layer of aluminium. At lower tem- 
peratures the two metals will not unite. Yet Warkwitz 
proceeds somewhat as described, but his aluminium sheet 
is exceedingly thin, forming, when pressed on hard to 
avoid all oxidation of the copper, a copper alloy which 
containg-very little of the other metal. This alloy welds 
under the rolls with other sheet aluminium, and thus 
the plating is accomplished. In the case of iron and 
steel the process is-less simple; but on the whole the 
same method is applied for uniting any metals of widely 
differing melting points—for instance, for coppering 
zinc. Aluminium-plated copper and iron can be worked 
like white metal, and are therefore recommended for 
kitchen utensils. The lecturer also said that there would 
be no difficulty in coating aluminium wire 0.8 in. in 
diameter with 0.08 in. of copper, in order to get good 
conductors for alternating currents, for which we need 
only a well-conducting outer copper shell. The follow- 
ing results were obtained with sheet iron, aluminium 
foil, and iron plated on both sides with aluminium, the 
combined metals consisting of 70 parts by volume of irou 
with 15 parts on each side of aluminium. The figures 
are the average of six tests; the two strengths are 
expressed in tons per spuare inch, the elongations in per- 
centages. The tests were conducted at the Bavarian 
Technical Museum :

The test pieces were further passed through presses, 
and hollow semi-cylinders were shaped of them; cracks 
and peeling were not observed. It is claimed that 
aluminium-plated zinc, prepared in this way, would be 
cheaper than when obtained galvanically—Mechanical 
World. : 
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MUNICIPAL HOT WATER SERVICE. 





A decided innovation in the line of municipal own- 
ership is soon to be launched at Goshen, Ind. Here the 
council proposes to furnish heat to its citizens in addi- 
tion to water and light. The plan is to furnish hot 
water for heating purposes from the municipal water 
works plant. This system has been tested and found 
successful in London, and also to some extent by private 
companies in the United States, but never before has 2 
municipality undertaken such a plan. Goshen is a 
typical municipal ownership city already. It is nearly 
twenty-five years since she took her first steps in this 
direction, and she has gone far enough to feel -certain 
that these principles are a good thing for any well-or- 
dered city of similar size. It is estimated that the 
introduction of the service will show a yearly profit of 
over $10,000 at the start.— Philadelphia Record.

THE VALUE OF ACETYLENE. 





During the months of April and May, 1899, some 
experiments were tried on the value of acetylene in a 
small light of the sixth order at one of the batteries 
guarding the entrance of the harbor at Genoa. These 
having prayed very satisfactory, the Italian Minister of 
Marine suggested that the inventor of the apparatus 
should repeat them on a larger scale at the first-rate 
light of “La Lanterna,” the principal light of Genoa 
harbor. The test was to be carried out at the inventor’s 
own expense, who had to guarantee better illumination 
than that given by the petroleum burners of the light- 
house, and a constant light without smoke or interrup- 
tion for fifteen hours at a time. The offer was accept- 
ed. An apparatus with four separate generators was 
installed and for a period of 1,000 hours, or 100 days 
of ten hours each, during October to January of last 
winter, the lighthouse was worked. with the new gas 
without the slightest difficulty. At a distance of forty 
aautical miles from Genoa is the electrical light of Tino, 
and it was observed that while the Tino light could 
never be seen at Genoa, the Genoa acetylene light was 
visible at Tino. It is also stated that the annual cost 
of maintaining the electrical installation at Tino is 
26,000 f., whereas, from the experience gained at Genoa, 
it could evidently be supplied with acetylene for 1,200 


f. per year. Acetylene lights were simultaneously tried 
at Leghorn and Civita Veechia, but no report as to their 
behavior has been published.—Engineering.

THE GLASS PAVETFIENT. 





The glass pavement, which is making its way in 
Paris, is exciting the interest of the curious. Its in- 
venter is a M. Garcher, who manufactures his product 
from finely. crushed glass, which is subjected to 
great heat and heavy pressure. The result is a substance 
which is said to be less affected by wear than the best 
and hardest granite and to support a pressure of over 
10,000 pounds to the square inch. To break a slab of 
the material a weight of nearly five tons falling from 
the height of three feet was necessary. This glass pave- 
ment is being laid down at the expense of its inventor 
in several test places where the traffic is exceptionally 
heavy. If, at the end of five years, the pavement has 
worn well, the municipality has undertaken to adopt it 
on a large scale; if not, M. Garcher, who evidently has 
confidence in. his material, is under contract to replace 
the old pavement at his own cost. Unfortunately, the 
new pavement is said to be noisy.—Engineer and Iron 
Trades Advertiser.

RADSTREETS’ ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report on the iron and steel situation: 

Iron and steel show few notable new features. The 
price of Bessemer pig has been definitely fixed for the 
third quarter of the year and no doubt exists that a 
heavy business has recently been done. Foundry pig 
is rather quiet and on the whole is not strong. The 
machinists’ strike has unquestionably hurt this line 
of business, but this trouble appears to be subsiding 
and the settlement on.tin plate scale, an advance being 
conceded the workingmen, leads to the expectation that 
other branches of the trade will reach a like amicable 
settlement with their employes. Advices from British 
markets are that American steel billets are being offered 
at very low prices, which, in view of the strength of 
billets at home, may be taken to indicate that American 
manufactures are in the export business to stay.

Wire nails continue in active demand. Carload lots 
are quoted at $2.45, and small lots are 10c higher,

Small lots of cut nails are selliug at $2.35.

STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

The contract calling for 1,400 tons of structural 
steel to be used in the erection of the Clow Building, 
in this city, has been let to the Carnegie Co., and the 
contract for the 1,500 tons of steel required in the build- 
ing of the Claypole Hotel at Indianapolis, Ind., has 
been awarded to the Brown-Ketcham Iron Works, of 
St. Louis. The Kenwood Bridge*Co., of Chicago, who 
have the contract for the erection of the Chicago & 
North Western depot at St. Paul, Minn., recently 
awarded the contract for structural steel, between 600 
and 800 tons, to Jones & Laughlins, Ltd. Aside from 
these three contracts, there is little change to be noted 
in the conditions prevailing heretofore. Within the 
next two months, contracts will be let for the construc- 
tion of a new passenger station in Chicago by the Chi- 
cago, Rock Isla@itd & Pacific and the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern railways on the site of the present 
depot. It is estimated that the cost of this building 
will be $1,250,000... We quote mill shipments, car load 
lots, as follows: Beams, 15 inches and under, -1.75c; 
18 inches and over, 1.85c; angles, 1.75c to 1.80c ; plates, 
1.75¢; tees, 1.80c; zees, 1.75¢;-small“ots from store, 
14 higher; beams and channels from store, %e per 
pound higher.
